No. 3.2 88-Public.—The Government and people of 
India place on record their deep sorrow at the passing 
away of Khan Abdul Ghatlar Khan, die legendary 
figure of our Independence Movement at Peshawar. 

Khan Abdul Ghaffar Khan was bom in 1890 in i 
Uttamanzai in Peshawar District of the erstwhile 
North-West Frontier Province of pre-partition India. 
He received his early education in a traditional 
Muslim School: thereafter, for his formal education 
he joined a Mission High School at Peshawar where 
he was greatly iniluenccd by the missionary spirit 
of his Principal. Later, he came lo Aligarh where he 
had occasion lo study Urdu papers like ’Zamindar’ 
and 'Ai Bilal’, an Urdu Weekly edited by Maulana 
Abul Kalam Azad. This experience awakened an in¬ 
terest in politics which later absorbed him entirely. 
Soon he became a part of the vanguard of national 
leadership along with stalwarts like Mahatma Gandhi, 
Jawaharlal Nehru, Maulana Abul Kalam Azad, j 
Sarojini Naidu and Sardar Vallabhbhai Patel. He ] 
developed a dose relationship with Gandhiji and 
became totally committed to the concept of non¬ 
violence, Swaraj and service to the poor. He carried 
the Mahatma's message to the valiant people of 
North-West Frontier Province and came to be known 
as Frontier Gandhi. 

Khan Abdul Ghatlar Khan's political career began 
with his participation in the agitation against the 
Rowlatt Bill in 1919. In 1920, he attended the Nag¬ 
pur Session of the Congress and also took a leading 
part in the Khilafat agitation. In 1931, Badshah Khan 
joined the Civil Disobedience Movement and was 
jailed. It was during this period that he established 
life-long contacts with his Hindu, Sikh and Christian 
friends who shared his incarceration in the Punjab 
jails. 

In the wake of the Gandhi-lrwin Pact in 1931 and 
his consequent release from jail, Badshah Khan 
attended the 45th Session of the Indian National 
Congress, in 1934 as a mark of recognition of his 
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sacrifice and true leadership, the Congress offered, 
him Presidentship. Badshah Khan declined the 
honour with the words “I am a born soldier and I 
shall die as one.” True to his words, Badshah Khan 
continued to fight for the nation, actively participat¬ 
ing in all Congress Movements right upto 1947. 
During this period, he spent about 14 years in jail. 

Khan Abdul Ghaffar Khan during the Indo-British 
negotiations had vehemently opposed the partition of 
India and when the partition did come about, he 
did not rest but embarked upon another mission, that 
of upliftment of the Pakhtoons for whom he had all 
his life nurtured a deep concern. A zealous reformer, 
Badshah Khan implemented many ideas for their up¬ 
liftment. He founded an organisation known as 
'Khudai Khidmatgars’ (Servants of God) a movement 
aimed at securing social and economic justice for the 
poor and downtrodden, the National School at 
Uttamanzai in 1921, and in 1928 he began a monthly 
journal in Pushto named the ‘Pakhtoon’. For the great 
sacrifices that he made, his people called him 
"Fakhr-e-Afghan’ (The Pride of the People) and 
Badshah Khan. 

Badshah Khan was imprisoned a number of times 
for his social and political ideology. After his release 
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in 1964, he lived in self-imposed exile in Afghanistan 
until his' return to Pakistan at the end of 1972. He 
continued to nurture great affection for India and its 
people, and the Indian people in turn bestowed their 
affection and deep respect on him for the extra¬ 
ordinary sacrifices made by him during their struggle 
for freedom. Amongst the many gestures of respect 
and affection bestowed upon him was the ■ Nehru 
Award for International Understanding which was 
presented to him in 1969 and the Bharat Ratna 
which was awarded in 1987. 

Khan Abdul Ghaffar Khan was not confined to 
any particular age, nation, caste or creed. He was the 
embodiment of the indomitable spirit of man, relent¬ 
lessly crusading towards the dignity and well-being 
of mankind. In the words of Smt. Indira Gandhi “the 
history of the human ’race is the history of the 
martyrdom of man. Centuries often pass by during 
which the human spirit lies stifled and dormant. 
Then, suddenly, a man arises giving voice to the 
muted turbulence of the human spirit. Gandhiji was 
such a man. Badshah Khan is another.”
